The Defense Logistics Agency provides supply support, contract management services and
technical and logistics services to the military services, DOD agencies, federal civil agencies and
to selected foreign governments. It procures supplies and spare parts for customers and supports
their acquisition of weapons and other materiel. This support begins with joint planning with the
services for parts and support for new weapons systems, extends through production and
concludes with the disposal of materiel that is obsolete, worn out or no longer needed.

DLA is the one logistics support source for a wide range of customer needs, whether for combat
readiness, emergency readiness, or day-to-day operations. The combat support agency provides:
w specialized contract management services from preaward to postaward
w a selection of more than 4.1 million consumable items
w a state-of the art distribution and storage system
w worldwide property disposal services including reutilization
w worldwide hazardous material disposal services and information on management of hazardous
materials
w the latest logistics information from the Federal Catalog System, as well as logistics cataloging
services in a wide variety of media
w technical logistics services, such as specialized lab testing, kitting and much more
w automated printing services and the latest in electronic publishing methods and support.

With headquarters at Fort Belvoir, VA, and field activities located worldwide, DLA performs its 
logistics mission with approximately 46,000 civilian and military personnel. Its primary customer
activities are the Defense Logistics Support Command, the Defense Contract Management
Command, and the Defense Automated Printing and Support Center.  Details on each of these
activities and the services they provide customers are included in this section of the handbook.

DLSC is responsible for 86 percent of all DOD consumable items; more than 55
percent of all federally stocked items.

DLSC buys and manages a vast number and variety of items used by all the military services and
federal civilian agencies. Commodities include energy, food, clothing and medical supplies. The
agency also buys and distributes hardware and electronic items used in the maintenance and repair
of equipment and weapons systems.

Customers determine their requirements for materiel and supplies. DLSC supply centers
consolidate requirements and procure the supplies in sufficient quantities to meet customers'
projected needs. Many of DLSC’s procured items are delivered directly from a commercial
vendor; the remainder of the items are stored and distributed through a complex of nationwide
depots. Some supply centers also offer specialized services to support customers.

DLSC has adopted a weapon and troop systems customer-focused approach in support of the
military services. DLSC has established two weapon systems inventory control points: the
Defense Supply Center, Columbus, and the Defense Supply Center, Richmond, and a troop and
general supply ICP, the Defense Supply Center, Philadelphia. We have realigned various stock
classes of inventory to balance ICP workload and aligned item management responsibility with the
appropriate weapon systems or troop support ICP. DSCR is designated as the lead center for
air/aviation systems; DSCC as the lead center for land and sea/subsurface (maritime) systems; and
DSCP as the lead center for troop support systems and general supply.  The Defense Energy
Support Center, formerly known as the Defense Fuel Supply Center, will provide all forms of
facility and mobility energy.

The lead center provides a single weapon or troop support system point of contact for DLSC at
the system program level. Lead center weapon system support managers (WSSMs) have been
assigned for Level A weapon systems and designated troop support systems. The WSSMs will
work directly with the applicable service program managers, depot maintenance activities and
service major commands to resolve fleet-wide readiness or supply support issues for DLA-
supported Level A weapon systems and designated troop support systems. The WSSM will act as
the primary catalyst for inter-agency support and provide one DLSC face to the customer for that
specific weapon or troop support system. Specific concerns associated with the status of
individual NSNs and requisitions will continue to be the responsibility of the managing ICPs.
(Customers should continue to use traditional channels, such as Emergency Supply Operations
Centers and call centers for these inquiries.)

In addition to the traditional supply centers, DLSC also has an Internet web site available that
includes items from all DLSC supply centers as well as from additional vendors.

DEFENSE DISTRIBUTION CENTER
The Defense Distribution Center (DDC) was established on October 1, 1997, through the consolidation of the

former Defense Distribution Regions East and West.  The center’s headquarters is in Fairview Township, York County,
near New Cumberland, Pa., and the state capital at Harrisburg.

The DDC provides management support for distribution depots located throughout the U.S. and in Europe.
This network of depots stock a wide range of commodities owned by the military services and DLA, including medical,
industrial, general, electronic, construction, subsistence, clothing and textile items; spare parts and components to repair
and sustain weapon systems and tactical vehicles.

The depots receive, store and issue wholesale and retail materiel worldwide. They are strategically located to
take advantage of existing transportation, including rail lines, airports and highways.

Some of the distribution depots are highly automated facilities that have been specifically designated to provide
global support for general commodities. Others are used to provide customer requirements on a regional basis, or to
provide global support for material that requires special equipment, facilities and training.

In addition to the primary mission of receiving, storing and issuing material, DLSC depots provide other
services. Typical services include, but are not limited to: refrigerated storage, cylinder refurbishment, tent repair,
medical unit assemblies, minor maintenance, vehicle painting and set assembly or disassembly.

A major DDC goal is to reduce total system cost. Under this initiative depot commanders have instituted
procedures to process all customer orders and new procurement receipts in one day, regardless of priority. One-day
depot processing offers potential for large savings by reducing the logistics pipeline and many other benefits.

Savings have also been generated under infrastructure reductions directed by the Base Realignment and
Closure Committees. Distribution Depots have been reduced by one-third since 1992, when DLA operated 33 depots.
Plans call for continued reductions. As a result of BRAC 95, the depots at Ogden and Memphis were closed in 1997 and
the depot at Letterkenny was closed in September 1998. The depots at San Antonio, Texas, and McClellan, Calif., are
scheduled to close by calendar year 2001. San Antonio is currently outsourced to a private contractor and will remain
under contract until closure.

DLSC is in the process of implementing one Distribution Standard System for all of its depots. In the past, the
Army, Air Force, Navy and Marine Corps each managed their own depots under different operating structures, policies
and procedures. Also, each had a unique system for operating depots. From a component perspective, things ran well. 
From the total perspective, having many different systems and procedures was costly. The DSS will standardize the
system and processes, and reduce costs to maintain systems.

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TOURING THE DISTRIBUTION DEPOTS

Here’s a quick tour of all the depots. Please note focus is subject to change as customer needs change.
Defense Distribution Depot Albany, GA
DDAG, located on one of two Marine Corps logistics bases in the world, is an important element
of the logistical efforts of the Marine Corps. The depot is the Marine Corps’ primary source of
storage and distribution of combat vehicles, repair parts and expendables. In addition, it also
provides a full range of services to the U.S. Air Force, U.S. Army, Defense Supply Center,
Philadelphia, and other DLA customers. Support is also provided to Foreign Military Sales
customers and various agencies worldwide. The depot provides wholesale distribution support for
the Prepositioning Ships Program for both the Marine Corps and the Army.
The depot is responsible for transportation management, receipt and inventory control.
Additionally, it performs the packaging, packing and preservation function for set assembly,
supports the Care of Stock in Storage Program, and provides support to depot maintenance
programs. Resources managed include a multimillion dollar operating budget, two million square
feet of storage space, special storage for radiological material, dehumidified storage for
subsistence, and storage for textiles and clothing for all DOD services worldwide.

Defense Distribution Depot Anniston, AL
DDAA provides distribution services for tracked vehicles, wheeled vehicles, small arms and
missile launchers. It maintains materiel to support weapons systems, including lubrication oil,
hydraulic fluid, cleaners and grease. Its primary mission is to support the maintenance mission of
Anniston Army Depot. However, it also receives and sends equipment and machinery by land, sea
and air for worldwide distribution. The depot stores items ranging from small microchips to
M1A2 main battle tanks. The depot’s industrial capabilities include vehicle repair, modification
and camouflage painting.
Additional services include Total Package Fielding of weapons systems for combat and wheeled
vehicles; disassembly, modification and minor repair of small arms weapons; and preservation and
packaging of new procurement material. The depot also demilitarizes small arms, weapons
systems components and other items.

Defense Distribution Depot Barstow, CA
The hot, dry desert climate makes Barstow’s 117 acres an ideal location for outdoor storage of
large tactical vehicles and equipment. Among the items stored outside are self-propelled
howitzers, M-60 tanks, High Mobility Multipurpose Wheeled Vehicles, and ships’ propellers,
shafts and anchors.
DDBC’s container manufacturing section is capable of constructing a variety of items, including
plywood, fire retardant and cardboard containers. This section also manufactures fiberboard
inserts, which are commonly used to store small items in bins. Containers and inserts can be
custom constructed to meet any dimensions.
A gas mask test and repair facility is located at DDBC. Specialized clothing is fully tested and
inspected. Depot personnel also test and maintain Army and Marine Corps gas masks, filters,
drinking tubes and other types of protective clothing.
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Defense Distribution Depot Cherry Point, NC
DDCN supports the 2nd Marine Air Wing, numerous Marine Aviation Logistics Squadrons,
Naval Air Stations and the Naval Aviation Depot at Cherry Point. All material, equipment and
components assigned are in support of fixed- and rotary-winged aircraft maintenance. Cherry
Point performs all specialized packaging, preservation and crating of components. The depot is
the Naval Air Systems Command proponent for custody, preservation, handling and shipping of
assigned engines.
In support of Marine Corps deployments, exercises and mobilizations, DDCN provides rigging,
loading, blocking and bracing, and transportation services for essential air and ground support
equipment, weapons and vehicles. Within Marine Corps Air Station Cherry Point, DDCN
performs preservation and packaging, central receiving, rigging operations and area
transportation.

Defense Distribution Depot Columbus, OH
DDCO handles slow-moving stock items. It is a tenant of the Defense Supply Center, Columbus,
a Defense Logistics Support Command inventory control point. The depot provides distribution
and warehousing facilities for the armed forces and other federal agencies. It works closely with
the Defense Reutilization and Marketing Service in support of the Humanitarian Assistance
Program to provide material assistance to schools, state agencies and homeless shelters.

Defense Distribution Depot Corpus Christi, TX
DDCT serves as the primary wholesale distribution point for major components to support
helicopter repair missions worldwide. It performs loading and offloading helicopters and other
priority cargo from C-5A, C-141 and C-130 aircraft operated by the Military Airlift Command.
The Aircraft Delivery Office performs the unique mission of receipt, inspection, inventory, records
keeping, movement, preservation, packaging, palletization, marking, routine scheduled
maintenance, storage and issue of helicopters. Items processed include avionics, electronics,
industrial, general, petroleum, chemicals and repair parts for principal end items like small aircraft
and helicopters.
DDCT also provides control of mission projects outside the normal depot mission. Depot
capabilities include demilitarization of items by removal of the military markings and rendering the
item useless for its intended purpose. Additionally, DDCT provides distribution support to Naval
Station Ingelside and the Navy’s Mine Countermeasure mission also located at Ingelside.

Defense Distribution Depot Europe, Germany
DDDE is the Defense Distribution Center’s only facility on the European continent. Its
distribution activities are located in Germany, the Netherlands and Italy. The primary mission is to
provide subsistence, lumber, clothing and textiles and map products to the military forces in
Europe and the Middle East and for the Department of Defense Schools. DDDE further supports
subsistence distribution to Navy ships operating in the Mediterranean Sea and the Atlantic Ocean.
Additionally, DDDE supports Defense Supply Center, Richmond, through the gas cylinder ozone
depletion mission which includes shipping the cylinders to the states for refurbishment.
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Defense Distribution Depot Hill, UT
DDHU is located at Hill AFB, UT, which is also home to the Ogden Air Logistics Center (ALC).
Depot employees perform key distribution operations that support the maintenance functions
performed by the Ogden Air Logistics Center. Primary distribution support to the Ogden ALC is
provided for the Minuteman and Peacekeeper missiles and the Emergency Rocket Communication
System; the F-16 Fighting Falcon; the C-130 Hercules; and Air Force-wide depot level overhaul
and repair for all types of landing gear, wheels, brakes and tires. Another major mission
performed by DDHU is assembly of the Army’s Deployable Medical Systems (DEPMEDS).
These self-contained, portable units are capable of being positioned quickly in an area of
operations during war or a national emergency. The Hill Depot assembles, modifies, repairs,
rebuilds, certifies and stores the modular units that can contain operating rooms, x-ray equipment,
blood labs and pharmacies. DEPMEDS can range in size from a single unit general purpose lab to
a 1,000-bed hospital containing 12,000 line items. Tent repair is another associated function that
DDHU performs. Approximately 1,000 tents are repaired annually before going into storage for
future use.
Microcircuit chips are reprogrammed by the employees of DDHU. Anywhere from 8,000 to
10,000 microcircuits are reprogrammed with new instructions for use on general and special
purpose computers found in DOD weapons systems.

Defense Distribution Depot Jacksonville, FL
DDJF ensures that its major customer, the Naval Aviation Depot, has the right material at the
right price to perform depot maintenance on aircraft engines, avionics, airframes and other
electronic components. These parts are critical to the rework facilities and maintenance teams that
travel worldwide to assist air squadrons and other units requiring aircraft maintenance,
modification and repair work.
DDJF supports a wide variety of customers from the Department of Defense and the National
Aeronautics and Space Administration to the U.S. Customs Service. Its customer base includes
two local Naval Air Stations, and Naval Stations in Guantanamo Bay, Puerto Rico, Andros Island
and Key West.

Defense Distribution Depot McClellan, CA
Ground-controlled approach radar in use at airports, weather radar, generators and all sorts of
voice and data communications equipment are just a few of the many diverse items that are stored
in DDMC warehouses.  Some components are very expensive and equally delicate, requiring
special handling and storage. It is not unusual for employees to build one-of-a-kind shipping
containers for these items. In addition to these communications components, DDMC also stores
trailers, vans and inflatable shelters that house communication devices.
The depot provides aviation parts to support Sacramento Air Logistics maintenance on the F-15
Fighter and the A-10 tank killer. There is also support, in the form of wiring harnesses, provided
to the KC-135 refueler. As a result of a 1995 Base Realignment and Closure decision, DDMC will
close by 2001.
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Defense Distribution Depot Norfolk, VA
DDNV employees see their customers every day. The customer base includes more than 150
ships, from aircraft carriers to destroyers and submarines, that pull into Norfolk’s piers for
supplies. The majority of its workload comes from supplying the Navy’s Atlantic and
Mediterranean fleets, Atlantic bases and numerous shore establishments. DDNV also serves as the
main supply point for the portion of the Navy that supports NATO.
The depot provides standard packing operations, specialized storage operations, cold storage
warehousing and hazardous material packing and shipment. It also interfaces with direct vendor-
to-customer and local delivery services. DDNV handles unique services based on customer needs.
These include the packing and storage of new and repaired aircraft parts, and the handling and
shipping of radioactive and medical items. Military operations are not the only recipients of the
depot's program of services. It is actively involved in humanitarian relief efforts in the United
States, the Caribbean and other countries.

Defense Distribution Depot Oklahoma City, OK
The Oklahoma depot operates a comprehensive engine management system which provides
accountability for more than 2,000 aircraft engines. The system tracks engines and related support
equipment from the time engines are reported due-in from the field, to receipt and storage,
through repair and overhaul cycles to subsequent storage or reshipment.
DDOO supports the maintenance and repair of various weapons systems that include the B-1, B-
2, and B-52 strategic bombers. In addition, it provides supply support to the entire 135 series of
aircraft which includes the KC-135 aerial tanker used in the mid-air refueling of other aircraft to
extend their range of flight. The E-3 and E-4 Early Warning and Control Systems are supported
by DDOO. Special support is provided to the Tinker AFB mobility mission in the form of
processing readiness spare kits, mobility bags, and weapons and ammunition.

Defense Distribution Depot Puget Sound, WA
Among the unique missions at the Puget Sound Depot is the storage and handling of items used
aboard submarines. Industrial items with critical tolerances and exacting standards such as
fasteners, valves, welding rods, pipe, bar stock and oxygen ballasts receive the highest level of
care and attention to preserve the integrity of this material. Employees who handle "subsafe"
material receive specialized training to ensure this material is segregated and tracked with unique
identification control numbers. The Puget Sound depot also stores battery sets for submarines.
These sets can require up to 130 individual batteries weighing approximately 2,000 pounds each.
Salvaged parts and equipment once in use on Navy ships which were decommissioned are stored
at the depot. Radar assemblies, compressors, gauges, valves or just about anything else identified
for salvage is carefully set aside for later use or turned-in for redistribution.
Huge items such as propulsion systems to include ships propellers, gears and shafts are specially
packed and crated for storage or shipment by the Puget Sound craftsmen.
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Defense Distribution Depot Red River, TX
DDRT’s primary mission is to provide distribution support for secondary items and for repair
parts on tracked and wheeled vehicles, aircraft and weapons systems. A $29-million contract was
awarded in 1994 to build a facility that would consolidate receiving, storing, shipping, packaging
and marking operations under one roof. The building will contain 640,000 square feet of
warehouse and operational space. Full operational startup for the building is planned for 1998. 
The Army has designated DDRT as the storage site for its Bradley Infantry Vehicles, Multiple
Launch Rocket Systems, and High Mobility Multipurpose Wheeled Vehicles.
DDRT also builds and maintains a supply of basic issue items that accompany wheeled and
tracked vehicles shipped to units in the field. These kits include such things as wrenches, jacks,
tie-down ropes or cables, and other items needed to perform minor maintenance in the field. The
depot is the sole distribution point for the Single Channel Ground and Airborne Radio System.
This system, being fielded throughout the Army, links communications between wheeled vehicles,
tracked vehicles, helicopters and soldiers on foot.
When weapon systems, vehicles or aircraft are delivered to Army units, they also get support
packages assembled by DDRT employees. These packages contain spare parts, tools, technical
publications and diagnostic equipment needed to keep a particular item up and running until full
operational maintenance systems are in place.

Defense Distribution Depot Richmond, VA
DDRV streamlined and consolidated its distribution operations by connecting several
warehouses into a single, integrated facility called the Connector Building Complex (or CBC 54).
This automated facility helped the depot improve its customer support to DOD, the Federal
Emergency Management Agency, the U.S. Postal Service and other government agencies.
DDRV is the primary site providing all National Imagery and Mapping Agency geospatial-
mapping products to the world. The depot ships to their satellite facilities located in Norfolk,
VA.; Panama; San Diego, CA; Tampa, FL.; Honolulu, Hawaii; Bahrain; Atsugi and Yokosuka,
Japan; and Pusan, Korea. DDRV also ships products to DDDE map locations in Germersheim,
Germany, and Naples, Italy. The depot  supports all services from Richmond, their satellites, or
from the production plant located in St. Louis, MO, where their contract transshipment office is
located.
The depot is a hazardous material storage authority with more than 1,237,000 square feet of
dedicated Environmental Protection Agency-conforming storage. Highly qualified personnel
oversee the care and handling of various materials such as lubricants, batteries, solvents, anti-
freeze and acids.
Richmond is designed for the receipt and management of ozone-depleting substances. It has a
large compressed gas reclamation and cylinder refurbishment operation.

Defense Distribution Depot San Antonio, TX
Boston-based EG&G Management Services took over the management of the distribution
operation at DDST on March 13, 1998.  Additionally, the San Antonio depot was selected for
closure no later than 2001 under a 1995 Base Realignment and Closure decision. One of the
largest cantilever rack systems in the U.S. is located at the San Antonio depot. Floor-to-ceiling
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racks extend to a height of 28-feet and contain 117,000 linear feet of storage. Man aboard, wire-
guided sideloaders are used to stow and select stock in this area. Much of the Air Force’s total
inventory of engines, which includes 35,000 aircraft engines, and more than 55,000 auxiliary
engines, process through DDST distribution channels. DDST provides depot-level supply support
for the repair and maintenance of 33 types of aircraft and systems used by allied
foreign forces, under the U.S. Security Assistance Program.

Defense Distribution Depot San Diego, CA
Among DDDC’s primary customers are 76 ships homeported in San Diego. The depot has a new
facility with 32,643 square feet of frozen storage. In addition, the building has 5,740 square feet
of "chill" storage for food items requiring refrigeration above freezing temperatures. The San
Diego depot provides distribution support to the Naval Aviation Depot at North Island with a
major packing and preservation mission.  Salvaged parts and equipment once in use on Navy ships
that were decommissioned are stored at San Diego. Radar assemblies, compressors, gauges,
valves or just about anything else identified for salvage is carefully set aside for later use or
turned-in for redistribution.

Defense Distribution Depot San Joaquin, CA
The San Joaquin depot is one of two DLA Primary Distribution Sites. It is composed of facilities
in Sharpe and Tracy, CA. It serves as a hub of distribution activity stocking a majority of the
items commonly ordered by the military services. Items stored fall into the categories of food,
clothing and textiles, medical supplies and equipment, construction materials, electrical supplies,
electronic components, tires for both vehicles and aircraft, secondary repair parts and several
more categories. In addition to the basic receive, store, and ship mission, this depot performs
preservation; packaging; stock readiness inspection; unit, kit and set assembly; marking; and
reclassification of material. Depot personnel perform demilitarization of items by removing
military markings to render them useless for their intended purpose and prepare items for disposal.

Defense Distribution Depot Susquehanna, PA
DDSP is the other DLA Primary Distribution Site, with facilities at New Cumberland and
Mechanicsburg, PA, providing military and commercial repair parts, clothing and textiles, medical
supplies and industrial and electronic components to military customers throughout the United
States and the world. DDSP has the largest distribution facility in DOD. The Eastern Distribution
Center, located at New Cumberland, encompasses 1.8 million square feet. The Integrated Material
Complex, at 523,000 square feet, is at DDSP’s Mechanicsburg facility.
Container consolidation points for both the Army and the Air Force are operated at DDSP,
consolidating materiel from U.S. facilities into sea van containers and Air Force 463L Air Line of
Communication pallets for overseas shipments. DDSP supports the fielding of new weapons
systems for the Army through the assembly of repair parts, tools and technical manuals at the Unit
Materiel Fielding Point (UMFP) and manages the Navy’s Publications and Forms mission. The
depot was the first site to successfully deploy the Distribution Standard System (DSS), the
distribution system developed to replace all existing systems.
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Defense Distribution Depot Tobyhanna, PA
DDTP operations at Tobyhanna Army Depot support the massive DOD communications-
electronics industry. Tobyhanna Army Depot is the sole communications-electronics maintenance
depot in the U.S. Army and the largest full service facility within DOD. The Army Depot and the
Defense Distribution Depot are recognized as partners for excellence in communications-
electronics systems integration, overhaul and repair, fabrication and worldwide logistics support.
The Army depot material and systems include radar, telephone, anti-intrusion devices, airborne
surveillance equipment and navigational instruments. DDTP supports the entire communications-
electronics material spectrum for these systems.
It receives, stores and issues communications-electronics systems, components, repair parts and
equipment. The depot also accomplishes the close coordination required for complex
communications-electronics shelter systems integration and subsequent set assembly prior to
fielding. DDTP is noted for handling special electronics operations such as the Electrostatic
Discharge Control Program where sensitive parts receive component protection through proper
maintenance procedures, handling, packaging, marking and storage. The warehouse includes
general purpose, heated, freeze and chill, controlled humidity and flammable storage facilities.
They contain global positioning kits, radios, generators, batteries, infrared jammer and mine-
clearing line charger trailers and communications-electronics shelter systems. A shelter movement
and handling facility provides a covered receipt, storage, set assembly, packaging and shipping
area.

Defense Distribution Depot Warner Robins, GA
DDWG provides physical distribution support for material located at Warner Robins Air Logistics
Center. The depot’s worldwide support includes providing customers in all U.S. armed forces and
specific foreign military with parts and equipment for F-15, C-130, C-5 and C-141 aircraft, target
acquisition systems and most airborne electronic warfare systems. Its biggest customers are the
host depot-level maintenance activities and reserve units located at Robins AFB. DDWG provides
distribution and delivery services in support of depot-level maintenance for F-15, C-130, C-5 and
C-141 aircraft and the Air Force Avionics Technological Repair Center.

DLSC’s supply centers and distribution depots offer a variety of general services to customers,
but the command also has specialized service centers to assist customers with specific logistics
needs.

The Defense National Stockpile Center, located in Fort Belvoir, VA, buys, sells and maintains
critical and strategic materials to reduce the nation’s dependence upon foreign sources of supply
for such materials during national emergencies. The stockpile center procures and disposes of 
materials as needed.

The Defense Logistics Information Service, formerly known as the Defense Logistics Services
Center, is located in Battle Creek, MI. The service manages the Federal Supply Catalog System
and provides logistics information products and services for all military and civilian activities. The
center maintains a data bank of information and provides it to customers in formats and media
unique to their needs. DLIS, designated as the centralized DOD center for all cataloging, will
perform all DOD cataloging by the end of the year 2000.

The Defense Reutilization and Marketing Service has headquarters in Battle Creek, MI, and
field offices located on or near major customer sites in the United States and around the world.
The service redistributes and disposes of defense equipment and supplies no longer needed by the
original user. Assets are matched against requirements of the military services and federal
agencies and transferred as needed. When materiel cannot be reused, transferred or donated to
eligible recipients, it is sold to the general public. DRMS also manages the agency’s Precious
Metals Recovery Program and is the sole manager for the disposal of hazardous property for
DOD.
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DEFENSE LOGISTICS AGENCY: Additional Services

DLA’s logistics missions are sustained by three other primary centers that do not report to the
Defense Logistics Support Command, but which offer specialized services to customers.

The DLA Systems Design Center (DSDC), in Columbus, OH, designs, develops and maintains the
automated information systems essential to DLA procurement, supply management, contract
management, and logistics support operations worldwide. (This center is scheduled to be abolished.)

The Defense Automatic Addressing System Center (DAASC), in Dayton, OH,  provides editing
and routing of logistics transactions; network interoperability for the logistics community; and special
services and reports.

The Defense Automated Printing and Support Center (DAPSC) is co-located with DLA
Headquarters in Fort Belvoir, VA.  One component of DAPSC is the DLA Administrative Support
Center (DASC). It provides administrative support to all DLA activities in the Washington, D.C. area,
in DLA Europe and DLA Pacific, and offers some of these services to other DOD customers. The
Defense Automated Printing Service (DAPS) the other component of DAPSC, provides printing,
copying, scanning, imaging, document conversion, CD-ROM and web services for all of DOD.

Historically, the Defense National Stockpile Center has bought, sold and maintained critical and
strategic materials for national defense purposes. Currently, DNSC stores 77 commodities, valued
at $4.4 billion, at 75 storage sites. Due to changes in the world political environment, the
requirements to stockpile most of these items have diminished. Congress has approved the sale of
a number of DNSC commodities to reduce this inventory.  Today the center operates as an
international commodity broker of strategic and critical materials for the U.S. government,
primarily to meet national security requirements. It has the experience of nearly half a century in
buying, selling and warehousing industrial materials. DNSC sold more than $513 million of excess
raw or semi-processed materials in the past fiscal year. Sales efforts are expected to continue at a
similar level for the next half-decade to assist the military service programs.

DLA’s Defense Contract Management Command (DCMC) provides customer-focused contract
management services -- through the acquisition life cycle -- around the clock, around the world.
To accomplish its mission, DCMC performs a variety of functions, including:

� Providing contract management for the acquisition of such diverse product lines as aircraft,
space launch vehicles and spacecraft, medical and subsistence items, electrical and electronic
commodities, military vehicles, munitions, petroleum, chemicals and lumber;

� Performing price/cost analysis, overhead and contractor system reviews, financial services,
property and plant clearance, transportation and packaging and termination settlements;

� Providing quality assurance by verifying that the product conforms to contract specifications;

� Providing program and technical support by analyzing cost, schedule and technical
performance of contractor programs and systems;

� Providing access to the services of the DLA Fraud Program. These services include: training
in the prevention and detection of fraud; assistance in the investigation of contract-related
irregularities; and coordination of administrative remedies;

� Providing flight operations support.
The DCMC Flight Operations Team ensures the safety and reliability of all military aircraft.
DCMC provides flight operations oversight for more than 1,100 aircraft per year, performing
more than 20,000 flight hours each year in 62 facilities through 19 states and 12 foreign
countries. The Flight Operations Team has two primary focus areas: government flight
operations, in which military aircrews assigned to DCMC perform flight operations at
contractor facilities (per FAR 42.302), and contractor flight operations, in which DCMC
grants approval authority for contractor flight and ground operations procedures,
crewmembers and flights (per DFARS 252-228).
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As part of the Flight Operations Team mission, DCMC provides:
- Operational risk management
- Support to the DOD Unmanned Aerial Vehicle Working Group
- Formal training courses for all government flight representatives, aviation maintenance 
managers and aircraft ground safety specialists
- Standardized contractor procedures
As part of its ongoing teaming relationship with industry, DCMC's Flight Operations Team
serves alongside industry counterparts on several government-industry boards, including the
National Aerospace FOD Prevention Board and the Aviation Operation Integration Process
Team.

� Providing the full-range of customer support through the DCMC Customer Support Team (also
see the DCMC customer liaison program section in this handbook).

DCMC's cadre of 29 contract management professionals known as customer liaison representatives
(CLRs) facilitate communication and teamwork with DCMC's customers. The CLRs are stationed
at major Army, Navy and Air Force customer buying commands, NASA centers and DLA inventory
control points as well as the Defense Finance and Accounting Service in Columbus, the Defense
Systems Management College and the Navy's Acquisition Center of Excellence.
The liaisons' primary mission is to promote good customer relations and monitor customer
satisfaction in order to ensure the highest level and quality of support for the warfighter.
Liaisons work hand-in-hand with the customer in all phases of the acquisition process, from Early
CAS (see below) activities such as serving on acquisition strategy panels and source selection panels,
to helping expedite contract close-out and save funds at risk of cancellation.
They facilitate a constructive dialogue with the customer and provide performance feedback to
DCMC contract administration offices and insight relative to customer priorities and expectations.
Liaisons provide real time, on-site assistance to the buying commands in resolving a variety of
acquisition issues and help DCMC position itself to meet the customers' needs and expectations of
tomorrow.
Liaisons promote true partnering with customer buying commands and have significantly enhanced
the command's customer outreach efforts and understanding of the warfighters' needs.
� Providing an array of pre-award services as part of DCMC’s  Early Contract Administration

Services (Early CAS) program.
The Early CAS program brings contract management professionals into the acquisition process early
-- before costs are incurred-- to significantly reduce post-award complications. Any acquisition,
including hardware, software and service  procurements, benefits when DCMC professionals join the
 pre-award team to:

� Construct more effective solicitations
� Identify potential performance risks
� Select capable contractors and
� Develop contracts that are easily administered with less risk of costly

modifications.
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Once the contract is awarded. DCMC’s Contract Administration Offices (CAOs), located throughout
the United States and the world, provide valuable services to contracting officers and program
managers, including:

� Support to fact-finding and negotiations
� Safety and environmental assurance
� Evaluations of contractor processes and controls
� Evaluations of contractor corrective actions
� Control of property (such as facilities and government furnished materials) and
� Independent evaluation of contractor progress to include progress payment     

 evaluations

DCMC’s CAOs manage contracts within a geographic area and within contractors' plants. This
management includes daily, on-site surveillance of contractor systems and program-specific concerns
that cannot be viewed or monitored by offsite agencies, including access to,  and participation
in, internal contractor meetings. The CAO organization allows DCMC personnel to reside close to
or in contractors’ facilities and to tailor services to customers' unique requirements and associated
risks. DCMC personnel serve as "information brokers" for contracting officers and program managers
by protecting the government's interest through the life of a contract.
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The DCMC Customer Liaison Program

The DCMC customer liaison representatives provide customers with “one button to push,” one
person to contact when a problem or concern arises.  For instance, liaisons:
� Provide advice and assistance to acquisition officials;
� Assess customer satisfaction with DCMC products and services;
� Identify areas of improvement;
� Represent DCMC at customer meetings and conferences, and
� Educate and advise customers on DCMC initiatives and advise DCMC on customers'

 acquisition trends. 

One of the most significant roles the liaisons will play is getting DCMC involved early in the
acquisition cycle.  DCMC's vast experience and knowledge in contract administration can be used to
assist the buying activity in executing contractual documents that preclude or limit contract
administration problems. (See the DCMC introduction in this handbook for more specific information on the
role of the liaisons.)

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DLA EUROPE PROGRAMS/CUSTOMER INFORMATION

DLA LINK AND PC LINK SYSTEM
DLA Europe operates a computer system at the Mainz Kastel site which allows DLA customers in Europe to send
queries to several different systems and to receive responses back either as email messages or, if using PC link,
directly to your computer. Queries can be sent to the DLA supply, cataloging, reutilization and communication
systems. Army, Navy, Air Force, Military Traffic ManagementCommand and General Services Administration
systems can also be queried. The primary advantage is that information from many different systems is available
from a single system with a single password. In addition, other information such as the DLA Customer Assistance
Handbook, the DLA bulletin board, job announcements, and ALOC pre- alert messages can be accessed using
the system.

DLA-ARMY SARSS-O SYSTEM INTERFACE
RON/DON, (Reorder Number/Document Number) is the Army SARSS-O system process that changes the
customer order number (RON) to the document number (DON) submitted to DLA wholesales sources of supply.
Army customers’ orders are first filled by the servicing Supply Support Activity (SSA). Next, if they are unable
to fill the requirement by referring it to another Army activity on the geographical referral table which has the
item, it will be rolled with any other requirements and sent to the DLA source of supply. In order to obtain status
on requisitions, SSAs must go through the SARSS system. RON inquiries sent to DLA will show no record of
the requisitions since the RON is not sent to DLA.
Customer requisitions sent directly to DLA inventory control point emergency support operation centers will be
accepted by voice, fax, email, message, Internet, or the DOD Emergency Supply Expert System, DESEX. When
the DLA system generates status back to the customer, this will establish a record in the SARSS-O system if it
has not all ready been created. Numerous reviews may be activated in SARSS that could result in cancellation
of the customers’ direct requisition. Also, the document record established in SARSS-O may not be passed to
SSA level. When the item is received at the SSA, there may be no record of the due-in for requisition. Without
a dues-in record, the item may be classified as excess and will never get to the customer who needs it. DLA
recommends that Army customers follow Army policy with regard to direct requisitioning.

 
DLA EUROPE CRITICAL ITEM LIST, CIL

DEFINITION: A list containing requisitions for DLA-managed items that is generated by DLA European
customer representatives and DLA Contingency Support Team members. It contains items that are needed
to maintain critical weapons systems at acceptable operational levels. DLA Europe customers provide the
information which results in an item being placed on the list. The purpose of the list is to share information
on critical items to avoid duplicating efforts and to focus DLA management attention on those items which
the customers have identified as being the most important to mission readiness.

SOURCE:  Direct interaction with customers by attending readiness-focused meetings is the primary source of
the CIL. The reports which are discussed at these meeting (e.g., Logstar, aircraft on the ground, MICAP, 026,
and NORS) are used to obtain detailed information. Phone calls and other meeting may also result in items
being placed on the CIL.
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CRITERIA:  The most important criteria for placing an item on the list is if it is required to improve weapon
system mission capability rates. Other factors include JCS project code, high-priority requisition, active
supply assistance request, backorder status more than 30 days old, more than 30 days to estimated shipping
date, and/or missing or delayed shipping status.

CUSTOMER SUPPORT:  The entire purpose of the CIL is to ensure that DLA is aware of our customers’ most
critical requirements and to make sure these requirements are receiving the level of management attention
necessary. If you have questions about the CIL, if you have an item which you think should be placed on the
CIL, or if you want to find out the status of an item on the CIL, please contact your DLA Europe customer
representative (listed in the very first section of the Handbook) who will be happy to assist you.

Some items are available through the DLA's Prime Vendor Programs.These include
medical/surgical products, available through DSCP's Med/Surg Prime Vendor Program or on
DSCP DAPAS. The items are listed as NIB or NISH in the manufacturer field of the electronic
database, where product and price updates are made monthly. JWOD items also appear on the
Med Catalog available on CD ROM.To obtain JWOD products, you must specify that you want
